A $5,000 FIRE LOSS TODAY 


aovey before noon toda an 
alarm of fire, rung in from Phinips 
Inn, called the department to the 
house occupied by Mrs, William T. 
Jackson on School street, and used 
by her asa boarding-house for Phil- 
lips Academy students. On the ar- 
rival of the department it was found 
that a dense volume of smoke was: 
coming from the ell of the house and 
the fire was rapidly working its way 
into the upper part of the main house.

\ LETTER FROM | 


Interestin, Description of the Ruined 
Italian City Senr to ‘fownsman 
' Readers by M. S, McCurdy 


Andover people are always glad 
to hear from any of their fellow- 
citizens who are traveling abfoad, 
and welcome especially the interest- 
ing letters of Mr. and Mrs. M, 
Curdy. The following letter about 
Pompeii is by Mr. McCurdy. 


My dear Mr. Editor, 


Not all of your readers ha 
climbed to the crater of Mt. Vesu- 
vius, or wandered through the silent 
streets of Pompeii, so let me describe 
a recent visit to these two most in- 
teresting. places. It is much better 
to give a day to each, but as the 
weather was uncertain, a tourist hav- 
ing recently waited two weeks for a 
good day, we decided on an early 
start and one day for both. There 
were three of us, a Georgia lady 
whose acquaintance we had made on 
our travels, “Madame,” and myself. 
To insure success as far as possible 
ve invested in first class excursion 
tickets which included a guide, all 
‘ar and carriage fares, horses for the 
ascent, and a luncheon, in short every 
necessary expense. The day came 
bright and clear, and we could see 
the steam and smoke rising from Mt. 
Vesuvius as we looked out of our 
hotel window at daybreak to see what 
the weather was to be. 

It was remarked that it was “Fri- 
lay the 13th,” but our only setback 
for the day, except the parting with 
a considerable number of francs. 
which we did not anticipate, was an 
hour’s delay to get an English-speak- 
ing guide, the frst one assigned to 
us being able to speak only German 
and Italian. The second man proved 
to be an intelligent and pleasant fel- 
low, and by his advice we decided to 
ro to Pompeii first, which proved to 
be a most fortunate choice as we 
came down from the mountain too 
tired for further sightseeing. Pom- 
peii is about an hour’s ride on a tram 
car from Naples. I will not attempt 


iny minute description of this an-: 


cient city. | Illustrated books and 
stereopticon views have made its 
general appearance familiar to most 
people. But it was a rare privilege 
to walk for three hours through the 
deserted streets, with their deep ruts 
worn by chariot wheels or huge 
wagons,/and into the houses with 
their walls covered with pretty fres- 
coes, made up largely of pictures of 
birds, flowers, fruit, dancing maidens, 
love stories, tragic scenes, satyrs, 
centaurs and other classic figures, 
red and yellow being the predomih- 
ating colors, mostly rather simple in 
design but pleasing to the eye.

Senate 's Relieved of Magazine 
Postage Proposition 


GOES TO SPECIAL COMMISSIO 


Enemies of Reciprocity Trying to Ar. 
range For Vote on McCall Bill If 
They Can Secure Pledges Enough to 
Kill It—“Frame Up” Would Not De- 
ter President From Calling an Extra 
Session of Congress 


Washington, March 2.—Another log 
Was removed from the senatorial jam 
on the initiative of President Taft, 
when it was decided to eliminate the 
amendment to increase magazine post- 
age from the postoffice appropriation 
bill and the delegation of magazine 
publishers who called upon the presi- 
dent assented to a proposition that the 
whole matter be referred to a special 
commission. 

They did this willingly, believing 
that a rigid and impartial investiga- 
tion would disclose that the low rate 
of postage on magazines is not re- 
sponsible for the large postal deficit. 
This solution probably will be satis- 
factory to the committee, which, as & 
matter of fact, had already decided 
to withdraw the amendment, fearing 
that the appropriation bill would fail 
of passage if the administration in- 
sisted upon a right to keep it in. 

The tariff board bill is now the un- 
finished business of the senate, in ac- 
cordance with the arrangement made 
Tuesday evening, and will, come up 
automatically at 1 o’clock every day 
until adjournment or it is acted on. 

With the general strain eased a lit- 
tle by the agreement of Tuesday even- 
ing, reciprocity is now the chief sub- 
ject of discussion at the Capitol. The 
enemies of the McCall bill have been 
trying. hard to arrange for a vote on 
the bill if enough votes could be se- 
cured to kill it. 

Senator Gronna of North Dakota, 
one of the most determined opponents 
of the bill, is quoted as saying that the 
votes have been found, but this state- 
ment is by no means accepted. One 
of the steering committee states that 
the situation depends somewhat on 
whether the Democrats want to avoid 
an extra session enough to change 
their general attitude and vote against 
the bill. 

The more conservative opinion is 
that the bill will not be permitted to 
reach a vote under any circumstances. 
President Taft has intimated that if a 
vote were cast simply as the result of 
a “frame up,” he would call the extra 
session just the same. 

If this is so, nothing would be 
gained by the Gronna plan, while the 
Republican party would be blamed for 
again refusing to take a step toward 
reducting the duties on foodstuffs. 

Of course, .this issue cuts both 
ways, but the fact that a hostile sen- 
ate dares not go on. record against 
reciprocity and probably would vote 
for it under protest indicates how 
these statesmen sense the general cur- 
rent of public opinion.

MUCH LOOT RECOVERED 


Young Nurse Said to Have Stolen 
$20,000 Worth of Valuables 

Boston, Feb. 28.—Miss Amelie M. 
Leonard, the young nurse who has ad- 
mitted stealing jewelry and other 
property valued at $6162.50 from Miss 
Mary J. Lockwood, an aged patient 
who died Feb. 14, waived examination 
in the municipal court, and Judge 
Sullivan remanded her to jail in de- 
fault of $10,000 bail. 

While the proceedings were going 
on in court, police inspectors and prt- 
vate detectives were searching her 
apartment on Commonwealth avenue. 
They were amazed to find thousands 
of dollars’ worth of unset diamonds 
wrapped in absorbent cotton, jewelry, 
rare coins, laces, silks, French linge- 
rie, porcelains, embroidery and other 
stuff concealed so cleverly that it was 
overlooked in the casual search at the 
time the young woman was arrested 
on Saturday. The value of the prop- 
erty is estimated at $20,000. 

Letters and papers found in the 
nurse’s room revealed that she had 
shipped a trunk to Bordeaux, France, 
and another to England while she was 
attending Miss Lockwood in the Ho- 
tel Brunswick.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN, 


ROBIN PLEADS GUILTY 


Former Financier Admits Looting of 
His Savings Bank 

New York, March 2.—Joseph G. 
Robin, the fallen banker, abandoned 
mis plea of insanity and pleaded guilty 
to an indictment charging him with 
the larceny of $27,000 from the Wash- 
ington Savings bank, of which he was 
formerly president. Seven indict- 
ments against him remain. He was 
remanded to the Tombs until March 
27, when he will be sentenced. 

Beginning as a Russian immigrant 
in this country, poverty-stricken, 
knowing neither the language nor the 
customs of the country, Robin pushed 
his way up to a height from which 
his fall caused a distinct tremor all 
through New York’s tremendous finan - 
cial structures. In only a few years, 
though starting out penniless, he was 
worth millions—and then came the 
crash. 

Through his operations, the Wash- 
ington Savings bank, the Northern 
bank of New York, the COarnegie 
Trust company and a string of minor 
concerns which he promoted, went 
into insolvency. No full statement of 
his larcenies has yet been made public 
by the state bank examiners. 


TAFT’S NEW SECRETARY 


Hilles Accepts the Position as Suc- 
cessor to Norton 

Washington, Feb. 27.—Charles D. 
Hilles of Dobb’s Ferry, N. Y., at 
present assistant secretary of the 
treasury, has accepted the position 
of secretary to the president offered 
to him in succession to Charles D. 
Norton. 

Mr. Hilles was born in Ohio in 1867, 
and is vice president of the Ohio so- 
ciety of New York. He is also a 
member of the Loyal Legion and 
numerous clubs. He hag been asso- 
ciated with the national conference of 
charities and corrections and various 
betterment movements,

Boston, March 2.—In the arrest of 
three young men for breaking and en- 
tering the building at 3454 Washing- 
ton street the police of station 2 be- 
Heve they have caught members of 
the gang of burglars who have been 
breaking into stores in the same lo- 
Cality for several weeks past and 
stealing articles of every description. 

Policeman Patton found the door of 
346A Washington street unlocked, and 
with Officer Lindsay went into the 
building and up stairs. Two young 
men almost ran into the officers’ arms 
as they entered the building. At the 
police station they gave the names of 
Harry C. Hunt, 20 years old, and 
Fred HE. Hunt, 17 years old. They 
said they were brothers and that their 
folks lived in South Boston. The 
elder of the two carried a satchel full 
of articles taken from jewelry stores 
in the building.

“Good Man” vs, Good Service 


A highly esteemed friend has ex- 
pressed regret that the Townsman 
editor should oppose the re-election 
of the present Highway Surveyor. 
Upon interrogation, the reason given 
for such regret is that a man of such 

ersonal qualities as Mr. Gould pos- 
-esses, should have the approval of 
his fellowcitizens, rather than . the 
disapproval. To the suggestion that 
“the one test is his ability to per- 
form effectively the work of his of- 
fice,” the reply acknowledges that he 
may not be as efficient as a Highway 
Surveyor as some others, but that he 
is a “good man.” 

It is a little difficult to approach 
this point of view without being mis- 
understood. Already the writer’s po- 
sition toward Mr. Gould is misunder- 
stood by many people, and yet at the 
expense of further misunderstanding, 
the writer feels called upon to touch 

yon this question once again. At 
the outset, it is probably true that 
1 three-cornered fight will result in 
the election of the man who is in, for 
he has the advantage of holding the 
nosition, besides the further advan- 
tage of previous campaigning that 
‘as been successful. It is none the 
less, however, the duty of a medium 
of public opinion, such as the Towns- 
man is, to express views that are held 
-o firmly as are those in this par- 
ticular casé, whatever the probable 
result, 

Let us consider the situation: 
there isn’t a single piece of wor 
that has been performed since the 
present incumbency, that will bear 
investigation as to its relative cost-or 
quality. There hasn’t been a piece-of 
work undertaken that hasn’t been of 
such an indefinite character as to 
make it either a small patch in a 
main thoroughfare, or an incomplete 
iob of one sort or another wherever 
it has been located. The cost of 
such work has steadily increased. 
The daily management has been open 
to criticism, loud and general, not 
ynly on the part of those who do not 
now approve, but on the part of 
scores of those who freely say, that 
while they vote for Mr. Gould, they 
do not endorse the management of 
his department. 

With this the situation, known and 
acknowledged on all sides, there 
must be some reason why such a man 
can continue to hold office. This 
reason is not difficult to find in An- 
dover where the very associations of 
church and society possessed by Mr. 
Gould have previous! 
keep men in public office, and will be 
the determining factor in keeping 
him in office in the present contest. 
We submit that the time has come 
when with such a result as this, se- 
cured for two years and probably 
assured for another year, men 
have got to take account of stock 
with themselves, and query whether 
they can allow public service, in its 
best sense, to be sacrificed to per- 
sonal prejudice and social considera- 
tions. 

This kind of talk is not going to 
be any more palatable to many good 
neople in Andover than has previous 
criticism, but it is the plain, unvar- 
nished truth, the sole purpose of 
which is, that public service may be 
considered in its true light entirely 
apart from all other considerations 
such as have so frequently been 
dominant factors in controlling poli- 
tical actions within our town.

We would also 
vain call attention to the fact that 
advance copies of the By-Laws may 
he secured at the Town House, and 
they are well worthy of careful con- 
sideration on the part of the citizens. 
Whatever discussion may be aroused. 
‘et it be in good temper, with the 
element of fairness in control, and 
with the one purpose in mind, of 
henefit to the town in which all of 
‘ts citizens are interested.

office to be voted for at the state 
election. It would seem as if there 
ought to be no difficulty in deciding 
which of these propositions should 
receive approval, and there wouldn’t 
be if it were not for the fact that 
those members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives who are not afraid of the 
other fellow, are afraid of themselves, 
and for fear that the “other fellow” 
may get some advantage in some 
imaginary contest in which each 
statesman is positive he will be a 
combatant at an early date, it is pos- 


sible» that _no law at all may be 

passed. Werke 
There has been a stron demand 

put up to the Legislative Committee 


during the past week by a number of 
different speakers, led by ex-Repre- 
sentative Luce, insisting’ that no 
primary law should be passed that 
does not provide for a proper enroll- 
ment of voters under party designa- 
tions, and it is interesting to note 
that the chief opponents to this 
proposition are those men who de- 
‘ight to talk of purity in party poli- 
tics, but who are evidently opposed 
‘9 this proposition, because they see 
that it shuts out of Republican cau- 
cuses any possible Democratic aid, 
which through the lavish use of 
money and patronage might other- 
wise be secured. 

Certainly it is probable that a 
direct primary law will be passed. 
Certainly it would be an outrageous

The Board is prepared to recom- 
mend that the town vote to rescind 
their 2 ner cent income restriction, 
and to authorize the Board of Public 
Works to make extensions at their 
discretion with the funds at their 
disposal. To carry forward a pony 
of reasonable expansion of the 
water system, the Board has taken 


under consideration the following ex- 
tensions. 

There is in the hands of the town 
treasurer $4000.00 to the credit of 
this department, and $5000.00 in 
bonds from the issue authorized un- 
der the vote of the town, March 7, 
1910, making $9000.00 available at 
present to pay the cost of a part of 
these extensions, The Board recom- 
mends that the town vote to issue 
$20,000,00 serial bonds, bearing four 
per cent interest, to on. out the 
coposed extensions. hese will 
yractically complete the water sys- 
tem of the town, with the exception 
of the western part, where the cost 
would be so great that the Board 
does not feel justified in recommend- 
ing anv action at this time.

What a fuss some folks are mak- 
ing over the proposed new treaty 
with Canada. I 
contended that the tariff did not raise 
prices are today whining like a dog 
with a burnt foot over the propose 
changes. Why? Because they sa 
that fish, milk, butter, wheat, and all 
farm produce will be cheaper if we 
allow silly headed men like President 
Taft, who see ghosts to pass this free 
trade measure. 

At the same time, the Canadians 
are not friendly to the proposed new 
treaty, at least some of the Cana- 
dians are against it. The Toronto 
makers farm tools are bitterly 
striving to choke this proposed 
treaty. All the coal mining interests 
in Nova Scotia say that reducing the 
Canadian tariff on our American coal 
will ruin the mining of the soft coal 
in that province. 

It is pitiable to see the Gloucester 
fishermen and the million or more or 
less of Grangers represented in Wash- 
ington almost shedding tears over 
what the treaty will do to them and 
gettiney the able assistance of Col. 
Clarke of Home Market club fame, 
who says that any breaking down of 
barriers between countries means 


ruin, 

Let me frankly say that I do not 
believe that either country will be 
ruined by the proposed treaty, on 
the contrary I think that both coun- 
tries would be gainers by the treaty. 

For example, as to coal, may it not 
be beneficial and profitable for our 
large consumers of Pennsylvania hard 
coal to use Nova Scotia coal along 
with American. The Canadian t grwe 
nle may find out that they would be 
better and cheaper to use both kinds 
o that the demand for soft coal may 
increase and not shrink by the terms 
of the sooasy Let me whisper to our 
Grangers that not having to pay a 
duty on ~ good cow bought in Can- 
ada may be a benefit to them and not 
ruin, as Canada may be in a bet- 
ter position to raise good milk cows 
than we are, I don’t say that she is, 
I only suggest it. May it not be for 
the advantage of the farmer who re- 
quires to buy a horse now and again, 
and who does not raise horses to get 
. good Canadian horse. One word 
of advice to the Home Market club 
avant. Might it not be as well to 
eet Senator Lodge to get a clause 
ut into the treaty taking off the ab 
surd and needless doty on flax fiber 
from Canada and so help American 
manufacturers who have to pay 30 
er cent more for flax than they did 
two years ago. I am not foolish 


he same people who: 


ee ee 


‘nough to say that this go per cent 
jearer flax is on account of the tar- 
f, but it would just be 22 dollars 
nd 40 cents a ton cheaper than it is 
f free of duty. 

We get to be so much taken up 
with ourselves and so -selfish and 
egotistical that we never think of 
what Canada thinks about this treaty. 
Canada is not today depending on 
trade with us, she will not be forced 
into a treaty that she does not want, 
neither can this country be forced 
into a treaty that will not benefit the 
majority of the people. . It is only 
partly true that the tariff is a local 
issue. If tariffs and treaties are only 
‘or the minority and not for the ma- 
jority of the people then they are 
wrceng and should be changed. 

It may interest our Home Market 
club friends to look at the exports 
and imports of this country and com- 
ure them with British exports and 
imports for the year r9ro, give be- 
low in round numbers quoted from 
board of trade returns the exports 
and imports of about forty millions 
of free trade people and double that 
number of Home Market club fol- 
lowers: : 


American exports for 1910 
One billion eight hundred and 

sixty four million dollars. 
Imports: 

One billion five hundred and sixty 
three million dollars. 
Total amount: 
Three billion four hundred and 
twenty seven million dollars. 

British exports: 

Two billion and fifty three million 
dollars. 

Imports: 

Three billion three hundred and 
ninety two million dollars. 

Total British: 

Five billion four hundred and forty 
five million dollars, 

The above figures I leave as a study 
for the Home Market club. The 
world is the British market. : 

Let us never forget that every plant 
we are using in the textile trade costs 
just 50 per cent more than the same 
mill. would cost in Britain and that 
we Pay 50 per cent Ragnar 
wages. Therefore we cannot produce 
the goods to compete in the markets 
of the world. Our protection idea 
has done this and the country is in 


a fairly prosperous state with a Home 


market. : 
But to speak of the treaty with 
Canada as a free trade humbug only 
shows that seeing sea serpents and 
cxhosts is a disease, not confined to 
Gloucester fishermen.

regulations of the working time of 
the mills of Lowell so recently as 
1853, when compared with the pres- 
ent agitation of the 54-hour move- 
ment, is of considerable interest. 
Very probably there are men and 
women working in the mills of Low- 
ell today who, as children of a ten- 
der age, were victims of what to us 
seem to have been very harsh meas- 
ures, yet measures which at the time 
were considered liberal, and were in 
all likelihood drawn up with a view 
to making the conditions of the 
working people better and more tol- 
erable; measures which show ad- 
vancement in the regulation factory 
hours of labor. The mathematical 
precision of the arrangement of the 
time for stopping on Saturdays, shows 
the mill men of Lowell of sixty years 
ago wefe practical, hard-headed men 
of business, who little thought that 
by this careful arrangement of the 
hours for Saturdays they were lay- 
ine the foundation of the weekly half- 
holiday of these better and happier 
times,

The getting through of the “A. 
P.’s” Port Arthur story will go down 
as one of the notable achievements 
in the annals of journalism. It gave 
a complete review in chronological 
order of the movements of General 
Nogi’s forces about the beleaguered 
city, and was one of the lengthiest 
despatches ever issued by the Asso- 
ciated Press. As sent out, it was 
nine thousand five hundred words 
long, but in the skeletonized form in 
which it arrived it contained just four 
thousand three hundred and eighty- 
five words, and required about four- 
teen hours in transmission, practi- 
cally monopolizing the new Trans- 
Pacific cable during all of that time. 
Altogether the transmission of this 
despatch cost the Associated Press 
one thousand seven hundred and 
eighty-three dollars.

In these regions you require 
no hatcheries to aid the wonderful 
fecundity of nature; indeed, it is 
doubtful if you require any laws or 
regulations to protect these fisheries 
unless it be in the shoal waters of the 
bays.”
